Dr. Abrams will be required to petition the board to show
cause as to why his suspension should be lifted at the conclusion of the remaining four months of his
suspension, at which time the board will impose ongoing restrictions that he provide any future employer
with a copy of the order as well as the requirement of chaperones during every examination. Dr. Abrams will
be ordered to pay a monetary fine in the amount of $5000.00 to be paid to the State of Delaware within 30
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days of the date of the Order. Motion carried, with Dr. Cooper, Dr. Parise, Ms. Ramsey, and Dr. Rattay
recusing, and Dr. Dahr opposing.
